willing once more to attempt to ſet the World 
right in the Affair, but without robbing the 

Spittle. I have not for ſome time given my 
{af the trouble to read over my Anſwer to 
Willoughby ; : neither do I now, upon the pre- | 
ſent occaſion, deſign to do it ; but fhall give 
fuch Reaſons againſt the preſent Letter, as 1 
hope, will convince the World of the Folly 
of their prerended Succeſs, by Friction, in op- 
poſition to Salivation. 


Ix the firſt place, This Gentleman has little 

conſulted Antiquity, or he would never have 
quoted Dr. Chicoineau as the Inventer of this 
Practice; becauſe before a Salivation, or its 
Effects were ever known, Friction was prac- 
tis d; and it was an Exceſs of that which 
taught us the Art of Salivating : If therefore 
this Author would have aim'd at a Propriety 
of Speech, he ſhould have ſaid, Dr. Chicbincau 
reviv'd the old Practice of Friction. | 


Ho wE VNN, they who will conſult the 
Hiſtory of the manner of curing the Venereal 
Diſeaſe heretofore, may be ſatisfied what ſor- 
fy Work Phyſicians made with it in thoſe 
Days: And do they imagine the ſagacious 
Gentlemen of the preſent Age vill return to 
the Infant-Merhod of curing this Diſeaſe?

We are too well ſatisfied of the Efficacy of Sa- 
livations, to return. to ** Ignorance. 


Anv altho' it may be ſaid, that Dr. Cli- 
coineau has made it ſafe and effectul too, 
by bis Sagacity and Skill; all that can amount 
to no more than this, to wit, that if Quickſil- 
ver be made uſe of as an Alterative, it corrects 
Acrimonious Humours. 


For my part, the whole may be admitted, 
namely, That Mercury rubb'd in is a very 
good Remedy againit the Venereal Taint; 
and in this Point neither Dr. Chicoineau, nor 
Willoughby, nor R. Brown have any Adverſa- 
ries that I know of: But when they would 
reject the internal Adminiſtration of Mercu- 
rials, or a Salivation, as inſufficient or dange- 
rous, they go beyond their Laſt; which is the 

Subject of the following Sheets. 


Ir is not very material to quote the Au. 
thor's Pages. I ſhall only tell you his Senti- 
ments, and refute them. He ſays, Friction has 
a better Effect than giving Mercury inwardly ; z 
for which he aſſigns no Reaſon, and in ſo do- 

ing he acted prudently. A ſtrong Aſſertion in 
the point of Health, weighs more than fifty 
Reaſons, or many Men in Vogue could not 
hold Weir Footing. Moreover, where no Rea-

Bor, I ſay, Mercury exhibited inwardly, 
has been found by me to have produced. ſuch 
Effects, even without Salivation, that, I con- 
feſs, I have been aſtoniſh'd at its Succeſs. 1 
have taken off a Por with Mercurius Dulcis, 
accurately manag d, which was accompany d 
with Shankers, a Schirrhous Phymoſis, Blotch- 
es, N ight-Pains, virulent Running, afflicting 
Head-Achs, and many other frightful 4 
toms ; which I could not have believ d would 
have yielded to any thing leſs than a Salivati- 
on: And I don't know any Gentleman would 
puniſh a Patient with more than was neceſ-

Qvicxs1tver rubb!d in, enters the 
Blood; then it circulates along with it, and acts 
by its Weight, and by its Pores; its Weight 
determines it to run to the Extremities, whe- 
ther upwards or downwards ; and its Pores

fects are produc'd by it, and then deſcend to

PREBSCI y»D1NG from any Conſideration of 
ey, beſides the two mention'd, I enter 
firſt upon its Weight, The World is well e- 
nough acquainted, that Quickſilver is to our 


Blood nearly as Fifteen to One: So that ohe 


Grain of Quickſilver is nearly fifteen times 


heavier than the ſame Bulk of Blood. Hence 


it follows, that ſix Drams of Mercury, equal to 
the ſame Quantity of Blood in Weight, are e- 


qual to eighty four, or ninety times that Bulk 
of Blood: Or, that Blood is in the ſame Quan- 


tity equal, Se: or a thouſand three hundred 
and fifty times as bulky. | 


Ir fi” the Section of a Veſſel holds a 
Dram of Blood, that ſame Section will contain 
near fifteen Drams of Quickſilver : : But what 
do we expect of Veſſels? Do we imagine they 
can bear a Load like this? Nor is it probable, 


that the Blood can ſuſpend ſuch a quantity of 


ſo heavy a Drug, without Injury done to the 
render Lymphaticks. All heavier Liquors or 


Bodies than the Blood, fall down by Urine, or 
are carried off by the Pores; becauſe it cannot 


bear long in it, being fo mych more ſpecifically 
heavy than i it. | 
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Ws experience that the Blood ſcarce bears 


more than two Drams of Mercury, till it 
throws it ſelf off by Stogls, Sweat, Urine or 


by Salivation: And they who pretend to fol- 
low this new Method, find by Experience alſo, 
that they have much ado to prevent a Saliva» 
tion.

War nzron zs when this PPAR affirm 
he never finds Mercury to cure better, than 
when it does not run off, he is not aware of 


the Miſtake he neceſſarily falls into: For it is 
evident by the Areometer, that when the Blood 


becomes heavy to a certain degree, it is then 
at a ſtand ; becayſe the remainder runs off by 


the Pores, Vrine, the Salival Ducts, or Wy 88

eIr fares then web Quickſilver and our Blood 
as it does with ſome Purgatives, and Water, 
which if you infuſe, or deco& to an exceſſive 


5 Degree in a ſmall quantity of Fluid, they will

{mall Doſe had been made uſe of. Thus, if an 
Ounce of Sena be infuſed in four Ounces of 
Water, that Quantity being capable of receiv- 
ing only one Dram and half; the firſt Infuſion 
will work no more than the latter.

tion made of its Stay, is an imaginary one, and 
not founded on WN . 


Ho wE VHR, as it is juſtly remark'd, char | 
Quickſilver acts by its Weight, ſo it is not new 
to affirm it; and by this Property is it deter- 
min'd to attack the Head and upper Glands ; 
for heavy Bodies are carried fartheſt in all Mo- 
tions: So that Obſtructions in the Extremities 
are powerfully remov'd by it. And this will 
happen, ſo long as it can be retain'd, or can 
agitate the Blood, which it plainly does all the 
time of a Salivation : For Perſons under this 
Operation, are in a Feaver thro' the whole 
Courſe of it, which declines as the Mercury 
runs off, and which evidently increaſes upon the 
riſing of the Spitting, ſo as to raiſe Swoonings, 
Head-Achs, Thirſt, and all the other Signs of 
an n high Feaver. . 


Ir then the leiſurely Method of rubbing the 
Quickſilver i in, gives it an opportunity of run- 
ning off by the Skin or Urine, the Poſition of 

its being retain'd to all that Quantity in the 
= ES Blood 
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Blood at once, is falſe. So that the Difficulty 
we have in ſalivating ſome Perſons ariſes from 
the Patency of their Pores. We muſt not 
then imagine, that every one to whom we are 
oblig ' d to give great Quantities of Quickſil- 
ver before we can raiſe a Salivation, retains all 
the Quantity in his Veſſels ; 3 His it runs off 
almoſt as faſt as it is given. And I have {een 
ſeveral Examples of ſuch Conſtitutions, where 
all the Art that could be uſed was not ſuffici- 
ent to raiſe a Salivation to ſatisfaction : And 
whereas the French do generally premiſe a 
warm Bath before a Salivation, to open the 
Pores; in this Caſe the Reverſe ought to 
be done; namely we ſhould previouſly make 
a diſcreet uſe of a cold Bath, and Briftot- 
Waters, that the Pores of the Skin of the 
Inteſtines and Kidneys may be reduced to a 
certain Compaſs : At the ſame time emolli- 
ent Gargles and Fomentations ſhould be made 
ufe of to the Chaps, in order to relax the 
Glands there: And then, when we have giv- 
en a ſufficient Quantity ef Mercury, it would 
find an eaſier Exit thro' the Mouth than 
elſewhere; and inſtead of running off by any 
other Emunctories, it will paſs thro the Glands 
of the Mouth, and a Salivation will ſucceed 
the Exhibition or r Friction.

I hope by this time it appears to my had; 
ers, that whether we falivate, or give inward- 
ly, or apply outwardly Mercury to ſuch a 
Quantity as to cure the Venereal Diſeaſe, it 
muſt be cured by the Quickſilver: And as we 
are convinced, that Medicines work always the 
ſtrongeſt when the moſt of them are contain- 
ed in the Blood, there is good reaſon to be- 
lieve, that there is the moſt Mercury in the 
Blodd; when it raiſes a Salivation; which is 
found in fact to be true, by the Urine and 
Saliva with an Areometer ; and a Salivation 8

Fro ff What 1 have advanc'd; my Readers 
will eafily perceive the Falſhood of the Pam- 

{ phleteers Aſſertion, viz. that then the Effect 
of Mercury is leaſt, when a Salivation enſues ; 
Whereas by Experiments and Reaſon it ap- 

pears then to be more abounding in the Blood ; 
And they themſelves are convinced of it; be- 
eauſe they leave off Anointing, when they per- 
ceive a Spitting coming on; and let it run off 
when it abounds, If they knew their own 
Meaning, they would ſay, that its Effects are | 
greateſt, when the Blood is loaded to ſuch a 
degree, as to approach to a Salivation only, , 
and not to raiſe it. And in this they are

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miſtaken : For it is then moſt loaden, when it 
falivates ; and if Obſtructions will yield at all, 


it js. when we ſpit. 


I am aware of an Objection they mais; in 
which we muſt truſt to their Veracity; to wit, 
that after two or three Salivatiens, Friction 
has anſwer'd the end which the Salivation fail'd 
of. But the ſame has been found true alſo by 


Mercurial Alteratives; and therefore this is 
nothing new to us: The reaſon of which I will 


give you in as few Words as the deſigned Bre- 


vity will allow of. 


In all Ga Taints we are to conſider 
the Quantity of Venom in the Blood-Veſlels : 
If a large Quantity is contained, a great Diſ- 
charge becomes neceſſary: And as it is ſafer 
to evacuate gently, and proportionably to the 
Strength of the Patient; ſo it is better to cure 


by two or three Salivations that are moderate, 


than by one too exorbitant ; this may be wel 


atteſted-by ſome, and too well remember'd by 


others: But gentle Salivations don't always 
cure ;- they leave Remnants of the Matter be- 
hind, which muſt either be cured by another 
Salivation, or by Alteratives. If a Phyſician 
concern d, judges à Patient highly Pox'd, but 
weak, it is next to impoſſible to cure this Pati- 
ent at once, or by one Salivation; the Matter 
may be dilcharg d in part, and- time-may be 

given 


cu) 


given to recruit his Strength, before another | 
Salivation is attempted : Or, ſome Altera- 
tives may be adminiſter'd to change the 'Tex- 
ture of the Blood. Now it is poſſible, that an 
honeſt Phyſician or Surgeon may have done 
Juſtice to the Patient, by ſalivating him gen- 
tly ; but the Diſeaſe not being entirely rooted 
out by theſe means, and the Patient meeting 
with a Fretender, is perſuaded into his Mea- 
ſures, and is thereby ſet right. But this is no 
more than what theſe honeſt Men, before 
mentioned, would have effected, if they had 
not been prevented. This ought to be no Im- 
F from applying to ingenious and skil- 
ful Men, nor any Encouragement for flying to 
Empiricks ; becauſe if they had continu'd with 
their Gemer Friends, they would have done 
them Juſtice. 'Thus it is that falie Concluſions 
are often drawn in favour of irregular Practi- 
ces, which upon further Experience, are found 
to be of no effect. And ſurely, if we ipeak 
| with regard to Friction and 2 Salivation, we 
may grant, that Fri&ion or Alteratives have 
| curcd, when a Salivation has fallen ſhort. Bur 
then, "ho Revetſc will often prove true, name- 
| ly, chat we daily experience, when Alteratives 
have fail'd, a Salivation has ſucceeded. Let 
| every one talk according t0 his Obſervations; 
and 1 dare hazard my Reputation upon the 
l that if Friction ſhould come in faſhion, 
ye! ſhall ſtill ſee Salivations as frequent as they 
+ 08 are 
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are at this preſent time ; becauſe it js not poſſ- 
ble that any Mercury mould act ſo poverfully by 
one Operation as by two; that is, it is impoſ- 
ſible that Mercury ſhould not anſwer better by 
diſcharging the Venereal Matter, and altering 
it alſo, than by altering it only ; For it is hard 
to truſt to the Alteration of ſuch acrimonious 
Juices ; ; they ſometimes lift up their Heads a- 
gain, and let go their Correcter, eſpecially 
ſuch as are not connatural to the Blood ; and 
Minerals and Metals are of too rigid a nature 
for it. Hence is it common for Perſons to 
relapſe after ſuch heavy Drugs, if they don't 
maintain their ground by proper ordering of the 
Six Non-naturals. | 


Tre Priffors ſuppoſe the Salivators to lay 
a mighty ſtreſs upon the Fœtor of the Saliva 
chat is diſcharged; as if they would from thence 
prove How virulent it muſt be, ſince it ſmells ; 
and then they gravely anfver, that tho* there 
were no Venercal Taint in the Blood, yet a 
Salivation would have the ſame Effect, and 
it would make the Mouth ſwell, and the Spir- 
tle {mel i in. the lame offenſive manner. ve. 
THrs is a Farce of the Friffors making: 
Doubtleſs, wherever Juices of Heterogeneal 
Parts are put into Motion, they will ſmell of- 
fenſively.

But if moreover, we inoculate another acrimo- 
nious Salt, which is ſo corroſive as to prey 
upon our Bones, it may with great Juſtice be 
affirm'd, that at that time the Blood is more 
Heterogeneal than it was before, and that upon 


the Salivation the Spittle may be allow'd ta ; 


have a Smell a little more offenſive. Be this 
how it may, I don't inſiſt upon the Smell ta 


be material tq the Cure: It is ſuffgient, that 


when the Spittle ceaſes to ſmell offenſively , the 
Mercury has done its buſineſs ; that is, is gone 
out of the Blood, and moves it no more. All 
our Enquiry ought to be, cancerning the utter 
Diſcharge of it. If all the Symptoms yaniſh 
upon a Salivation, f it has anſwer d our purpoſe; 
if they have not, we muſt conſider how further 
to attack it: And I fear, too many are at a 


ſtand in this point ; becauſe they are not capa- | 


ble of underſtanding how far the Juices offend, 

or in what manner; they have not apply d 
to the Diſcovery of the Cauſes in particular; 
they have either a ſuperficial, or too general 
an Idea of them ; and in ſuch a Suppoſition 
Error | is unavoidable, or, at leaſt, Chance will 
not always anſwer their ExpeQation, Muſt ſo

effectual a Remedy undergo then ſo undeſery'd 
a Fate, as to be diſcredited for want of Skill 
in thoſe that follow the Practice? This is do- 
ing great Injuſtice to a Noble Method. Would 
it not be a harſh Concluſion , that becauſe 
fome Men of Note have dropp'd under well 
reputed Hands in a Salivation, that therefore 
it ought never to be put in practice ? Great 
Men will Cometimes fail; their Hurry, or 
their Inadvertency, or their late Acquaintance 
with the Conſtitution of the Patient, or ſome 
peculiar Averſion in the Patient to Mercury, 
that never was try'd, may cauſe Miſcarriages. 
All are not drown'd in the Fountain they 
drink at: Millions quench their Thirſt, for 
one that falls in: And ſurely none refuſe to 
gratifie their Palate, becauſe one ſuffer d: But 
even Friction ir ſelf does not prevent Mit; 
carriages: I appeal to themſelves as Witneſ⸗ 
les, where they acknowledge Plunders poſſible, 
In both Caſes; that is, whether we falivate, 
or not, Regard i 18 had to the Symptoms that 
reign. I muſt ſay ſo far in fayour of Altera- 
tives, eſpecially ert ones, that in an ad- 
vancd Degree they have their Uſes: But 
where the whole Maſs is corrupted and pu- 
trefy'd, what Alteratives are equal to a Sa- 
br 805 in ſuch a Caſe? The old Maſs muſt

Salivation 5 it bids the faireſt for the Cure 
of ſuch a rooted Acrimony, and in fact, dai. 
ly Experience confirms it to be the moſt ef. 
fectual: None but ſuch as are not skill'd in 
the management of it deny it. It is indeed 
troubleſome to the Patients; but I fear, it 
is more troubleſome to the Defamers of it ; 


their Miſcarryings and their Ignorance terri- 


fie them from attempting it: And I can't 
blame them for refraining from an Operation 
they have no Judgment how to raiſe, how 
to carry on, or how to advance or 
check, as occaſion requires. Theſe are Cu- 


rious Points, and demand a ſedate. and 
$kilful Perſon to manage them. Wherefore to 
ſum up the whole, I ſay, it is not material 
whether the Spittle ſmell or not, ſo the Mer- 


cury carry off the original Symptoms of the 
Diſeaſe; that is, ſo the Scabs, the nocturnal 
Pains, the Nodes, the Gbnorrhoa, Oc. do diſ- 
appear: For ſo long as theſe, or any other 
Symptoms remain, ſo far the Salivation 


fails of its proper and deſir'd Effect: But if 


in the Courſe of it theſe diſappear, we then 
know it will be effeCtual, and it ought to be 
carry'd on no farther, chan we are ſatisfy d 
of theſe nam'd Symptoms. 
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nt Friffor gives ſo frightful a Deſcrips 
tion of a Salivation, that it plainly appears to 
me, he never has ſeen a Modern one; and 
therefore he has only read ſome old Authors 
concerning it: Whereupon I will take the pains 
to compare a real one, and his fictitious one 
together, that the World may be undeceiy' d 
in the Point. : 


Wu a Salivation is tindertaken, we give 
every Morning and Evening ten Grains, a 
Scruple, or half a Dram of Calome!, till the 
Head begins to ach, the Jaws and Teeth be- 
gin to grumble, the Mouth ſwells a little, and 
Spittle runs: Then we ceaſe from giving 
more, till we ſee how much they ſpit a- day 
This Spitting is to be proportion'd according 
to the Strength of the Patient, and the Cauſe 
conjunctly. Suppoſe then they ſpit a Quart a 
Day ; they will appear to have Chaps a little 
ſwelFd, and to ſpit as if they had chew'd Ma- 
* tick, or taken a Pipe of Tobacco; and their 
Tongürs will in Proceſs of time be a little ex- 
coriated with the Sharpneſs of the Humours. 
Now take in the Fictors Account of a Saliva- 
tion, he tells us, their Head is ſwell'd to more 
than twice their natural Siae; their Eyes ready 
to burſt, and fly out; the Teeth all looſe, and 
juſt dropping out of their Sockets, beſides a

. gether; and all that time to do nothing but 


drivel out a foetid filthy Matter, that renders 
a Perſon nauſeous to himſelf, and to all that 
come near him. And yet all that 1 have 
5 ſaid, comes vaſtly ſhort, and is but a very 


fight and imperfect Repreſentation of be- 


is conſtantly ſeen and ſuffered in every Sali- 
vation. Thus do i ignorant Men talk with an 
unparalle'd Effrontery, and, like weak Men, 
E betray themſelves whilſt they are ſpeaking. 
| Were this the Caſe, I know no Man would 
de willing to attempt a Second. upon the fai- 


lure of the Firſt: And I will not affirm what 


might have been done fifty Years; ago, when 


a Notion prevail'd, That nothing was too 


ſevere to get rid of the Poiſon: But ſo ma- 


ny Tryals made ſince in this very Metropo- 
us, have taught us better things. And. if 
my Credit may paſs , after a thirty Years 
Experience on Salivation, I have ever found 


8 my purpoſe without theſe Bugbears. Perſons 
ho can mumble, if not eat, who can laugh, 
talk, play at Cards, Tables, or Cheſs, and 
walk about the Room, muſt be under no 
great Confinement; and this is generally the 
| Caſe after a' Salivation is' rais'd: It is very 
| true, that before it riſes with ſome, they com- 
plain of Sickneſs and Faintneſs, which however, 
is remedied by a Glaſs of burnt Wine or any 
Cordial, and others are perplex'd with Fluxes, 


becauſe the Mercury runs downwards, and ſome

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Caution muſt be made uſe of to make it 
ſtay, and mount upwards : But otherwiſe it 
generally riſes kindly, and in ſuch a manner, 
thar our Acquaintance only can know what 
ails the Patient. I ſay therefore, to deny 
Salivation, to paint it in falſe Colours, and 
to make it paſs for a frightful Operation, is 
an effect of Art and Defign ; that whilſt MW 
you give a Terror to the Readers, you may 
the more readily cauſe them to embrace a 
uleleſs and rrifling Alterative, in many caſes, 
with a greater Guſt. This will for a while 
anſwer the Fridfors Ends, and in ſome low Ca- 
ſes, the Parient's : But in an advanc'd and con- 
firm'd Pox, where the Number of bad and 
Frightful Symptoms denotes a Virulency of 
the higheſt nature, I decline the uſe of Al- 
teratives; and that Juſtice may be done to 
the Patient, berake my ſelf to a Salivation, 
which ſeldom deceives me. Not that 1 always 
find the Patient thoroughly cured ; becauſe 
ſometimes it may happen that there are ſome 
Remains, which muſt be remedy'd, either by 
a Second gentle Spitting at a proper diſtance, 
or by Alteratives. And let them ſpeak on; 
theſe Aſſertions will bear the teſt, ſince they 
are founded upon a long Experience, which 
depends upon ſtubborn Facts as its Witneſſes.

MonEOveR, a Salivation is generally a 
Three Weeks Confinement ; and a Friction 
confines the Patients five or ſix Weeks at 


leaſt ; and if the Virulency be great, a much 


Jonger time ; and it happens allo, that a 
Salivation is often the Conſequence of a Fric- 
tion: So that, conſidering a Salivation it 
falſely deſcribed by the Frictor, that a much 


longer time is required by the new Method 


(as. they are pleaſed to call it) and that a 
Salivation does alſo frequently enſue, who is 


he that would not prefer a Salivation to their 


troubleſome Cure? Men of Fortune have 
Leiſure to trifle their time away at their 
Pleaſure ; and if they approve of it, they 
may take their choice: But this Town is a 


Place of Buſineſs ; and they who have fallen 
into the Mis fortune, muſt get rid of it with 


the greateſt Expedition poſſible ; They have 
not Leiſure to be kept under a Confinement 
for Seven or Eight Weeks together, waiting 
for the Effects of an uncertain Method, and 
muſt very probably at laſt have recourſe to 
the true and only Method of Cure, for a 


confirm'd Taint, And conſidering the Size 
of London and Montpelier, you will find the 
former exceeds the latter near forty times ; 1 Þ 


and by the great Numbers there are here, in 


compariſon to thoſe there, we ſhall find reaſon to 
conclude, there are forty Patients cured here, ta 
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one there : And if they keep cloſe to the Me. 
thod of Friction, altho* none are carried off, 


yet few, whoſe Diſcaſe is fixed; will be cur'd 
For it is impoſſible that Friction can effect more 
than Alteratives; and they have never yet 


been found to anſuer like a Salivation. 125 


Ir is in this Diſeaſe, as in all others, if 
the depraved Humours abound, they require 
Diſcharges ; and when the Redundance Is 
carry'd off, then Alteratives take place for 
the Remainder. And it is in this Caſe as in 
all others, that in Diſcharges, both good and 
bad Humours are hurried out of the Body, 
there being no Election in them. However, 


among the good are bad; and they being car- 


ry d off diſcreetly, or as long as the Patients 
can bear them, we are Fs to alter the Re- 
mainder. If this is the Affair in all other Hu- 
mours, what forbids it to be ſo in the Vene- 
real Diſeaſe: No Humour is more malig- 


nant, or makes greater or quicker Havock in 


Human Bodies, than this does: And ſurely, 
if there be a Method that can eyacuate it 
ſafely and effectually with ſpeed, that Method 
eme allowing) ought to precede all 

others. And where Succeſs for above half a 
Century, has prov'd beyond all diſpute, the 


Efficacy and Certainty of the Method, then to 


turn Patrons for a reviv'd ineffectual Remedy, 
js treading under foot all Experience, and re-

turning back to the Ignorance of former A- 
ges. | 


I hope, my Readers will perceive by what 
is here advanced, as well as in a former Pam- 
phlet of mine on Specificks, that I can't only 
boaſt. of curing that way ; but have actually 
performed the ſame, in many Caſes, even be- 
yond my own Expectation : But yet there is 
ſo great a Preference to be given to Salivation 
in the Cure of the Venereal Diſeaſe, that when 
Specificks prove ineffectual, a Salivation muſt 
of courſe ſucceed : And where the Patient's 
Strength fails under that Corſe, we muſt con- 
tent our ſelves with performing the remainder 
of the Cure with Alteratives : Each of them 
has its Limits. Where the whole Maſs is cor- 
rupted, nothing will ſerve the turn beſides a 
Salivation. But this will not anſwer our pur- 
poſe, if the Solids are injur'd : So that, when 
the Humours are not extravaſated, but are 
{till hurried on in the Veſſels, Salvations be- 
come uſeful, and even neceſſary : But, as I 
have already ſaid, they are limited: For where 
any Bone becomes Carious, or an Ulcer is bred 
in the Lungs, or in any of the Viſcera, and 
even in the Body of the Womb, of how little 
Service they are, all that have made any Ob- 
ſervation muſt know. In ſuch Caſes let the 
Frictors give us Examples of Recoveries, and 
we will give up the Cauſe: Till when, let

IO when it Glivates. 


Tu Effects that a greater Gravity natural- 
ly produces on Fluids at Reſt, is to deſcend 
with a Force proportionahle to its Exceſs of 


Gravity above that of the Fluid it is immers'd 
in. Suppoſe then, Mercury be thrown into 


Water; as Mercury is fifteen times heavier in 
the ſame Bulk than Water, it will loſe in that 


Fluid no more than ſo much of its Weight, as 
the Weight of Water of that Bulk amounts 
to: So that fifteen Grains of Mercury will 
| loſe one Grain Weight, and will deſcend to the 

bottom of the Veſſel with a Force equal to 


fourteen Grains. 


TERRE is another Conſideration occurs to 
be weigh'd, which is the Coheſion of the 
Fluid the Mercury is immers'd in. Some Li- 
quors are lighter than Water, yet infinitely 
more coheſive than Water. Were it not there- 
fore upon the account of Coheſion, the Mer- 
cury would fall to the Bottom of the Veſſel 
readily, with yet a greater farce than it did 
in Water; But this Lmpediment being in the 
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way, it deſcends ſlowly, if at all. Coheſion 

depends upon Contact, and the more Parts 

Surfaces touch in, the more will their Bodies 

cohere. Mercury is not cohefive ; becanſe, as 

we can divide it, it runs into ſmall Spheres, and 

Circular or Spherical Bodies touch each other 
in the feweſt Points, and therefore cohere the 
leaſt. We muſt conclude then, that the far- 
ther Bodies recede from ſuch à Spherical Fi- 
gure, they muſt cohere the more: And there- 
fore a glutinous Body muſt be made up of 
plain Surfaces, lying parallel to each other, and 
cohering ſtrongly. 


Wurz the Coheſion between the Body 
immers'd and the Fluid, is equal, the force 
with which the Body deſcends, is equal to the 
Body's Bulk of the Fluid: But where the 
Coheſion is greater, as in Jellies and Rheuma- 
tick Blood, or in any Viſcidities, the force 
requir'd to break thro' it, is proportionable 
to the Surfaces; the Meaſure of which can- 
not be better determin'd than by the com- 
mon Scale. In a leſs Coheſion a ſmaller 
Weight will lift up the Arm, and in a 
greater Weight a greater will be requi- 
red, 8 e 
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Howzvzr we uſe this Coheſion, certain 
we are. that the heavieſt Body is reſiſted upon 


'theſe two Conſiderations from deſcending. But 


we don't view a Body at Reſt: For we con- 
ſider it under a projectile Motion; and fo it 
is in the Blood; the Heart's force drives all 
the Bodies forward in the Veſſels; and then 
the Body in motion, drives the reſiſting Flu- 
ids out of its way, according to its Exceſs 
of Quantity of Matter, according to its Sur- 
face, and laſtly, according to the Velocity 
with which it is driven forwards, 


1 have already ſhewn, that Mercury ex- 


ceeds the ſpecifick Gravity of the Blood near- 


ly as fourteen to one; and then its Bulk is 
nearly ſourteen times leſs; but the Velocity 
is equal in both Caſes. From theſe given 
Propoſitions, we know, that Mercury is leſs 
retarded than the Blood, and reſiſts more 
ſtrongly than it. Hence will the ſame pro- 
jectile Motion carry Mercury farther at one 


| ſtroke than the Blood. At every Pulſation 


then the Mercury will be fartheſt from the 
Heart, and firſt at every Emunctory: So that 
it will force thro all Coheſions, and enter 


the Outlets firſt. Hence may it readily be 


conceived, why, when Mercury is given, the 
Blood is divided into a larger Bulk, why it 


the 
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the Mouth in a Salivation, why a Fever at- 
tends a Salivation, or even a plentiful Ad- 
miniſtration of Mercury, and why it is ſafer 
that Mercury ſhould run off, than be kept in 
the Blood; I will give my Readers a ſhort 
| View of all theſe Incidents, and then deſcend

larger Bulk; becauſe thoſe Parts which touch'd

before, and that the Veſſels are therefore 


fuller reſpectively than they were, and the 
Pulſe will then grow larger and fuller in

3 Tu AT this Diviſion is the Cauſe of hn 
Blood's poſſeſſing a greater ſpace, and that 


this Intumeſcence is its Effect, follow natu- 


rally from the enſuing Reaſoning, VIS. 


Bovits cloſely united, will fink in any 
Fluid; which, when they are pulyeriz'd, will 
be reſiſted in 'theit Deſcent, and will abr 
fore ſwim. In like manner, the Blood's 
cloſe Union makes it heavier ſpecifically ; and 
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it is from hence that it takes up leſs room;

but as ſoon as it is ſplit into a greater Num- 


ber of Particles, it then enlarges its Space, 
and diſtends the Veſſels that contain it: 
For the Particles are at 4 greater diſtance 


From each other than before; and the 'grea- 


ter the Diviſion, the greater is the Diſtance 
between every Particle: So that at laſt, when 
the Blood coheres very little, as it wilt do 
by the force of the Mercury, then the Bulk 
becomes larger, and the Diſtention of the 
Veſſels will be augmented. 


TT HA T this Diviſion eticreaſes the Blood 


Attenuation, is evident ; becauſe Attenuation 


is but another Word for Comminution, or 


breaking of Particles into their conſtituent 


Parts: There is firſt, an Intruſion of a Body 


between the Particles; then theſe Particles are 
divided, and rubb d againſt each other, ſo that 
they will readily glide over each other, or take 


any Poſition that an eafie Motion W

of a ſmall Diameter, force themſelves into 
the evaneſcent Arteries, and run out readily, 


their Curvatures being made more direct 4 
ftter for Secretiov. Hence theſe Hemorrha- 
ges are a Teſtimony of its Dilatation, Diviſi- 
on and Tenuity. Hence ſome affirm, they 
never find Salivations to prove more effectual 
chan when ſuch an Accident ſupervenes: And 
this Truth, I my ſelf am certain of, that 
when Perſons under a Salivation have drivell 'd 
above a Quart or two of blood, then I am 


fully fatisfy'd they will recover better than if 


4 no ſuch Accident had happen'd. As to the 


Reaſon of it, I will only conjecture, that where 
the Mercury has divided the Blood ſtrenu- 
ouſly, it is probable that all thoſe cohering 


Cauſes are deſtroy'd ; that i is, that the Points 


which connected particles together, are bros 
ken quite off from the Globules in which they

ſamick from Cauſtick, and Sound from Un- 
ſound. And altho this bloody Spittle is not 
the Cauſe of the Cure; yet it is a certain 
ſign of a compleat Attenuation, and a per- 


fect Deſtruction of the acrimonious Points 
that produc d thoſe dreadful Effects. 
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Tus I have often found to hold true, 
in the Cure of the Venereal Diſeaſe ; and 
having taken the Phænomenon in various 
Ligbts, cannot find a more reaſonable Ac- 
count of it, than what I have here explain- 
ed, ſubmitting my Sentiments to better Judg- 
ments, and to farther Experience. The Fact 
is true, and that is all I pretend to ſay: If I 
fail in the Reaſon, I am ready to accept any 
better offer'd, being determin'd never to ca- 
vil in Points that may admit of Diſpute, 
which, I am very ſenſible, theſe my Senti- 
ments may: And I ſhall proceed to explain 
what I have advanc'd farther on n the Effects of 
Mercury.” | 
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When. we give Quickſilver in the Hiac 
Paſſion, it is given barely for the ſake of yo 
Weight and Fluidity: cs it is weighty, it 
preſſes forwards, and promotes the periftal- 
tlck Motion of the Guts; and as it is fluid, 
it . into the minureſt Chinks, as alſo 
KR So wn „ „„ 8 PEE among 
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among the pus; ſo that it pierces, and runs 
thro the Body, if the Affair can be effected 
at all. It is the Phyſicians Ahylum: For no 
Man cares to try extreme Remedies, till all 
others prove ineffectual. In the Caſe here na- 
med, I have known large Quantities given 
and repeated, till the Diſeaſe had yielded ; 
And there is, doubtleſs, the ſame reaſon to 
adminiſter in Vomitings which become obſti- 
nate, as has been found by Experience; and 
in the Vomitings of Children,” I am inform- 2 
ed, that two or three Grains produce 4 very : 
defirable Effect. Upon the ſame account is it 
given to procure a ſpeedy Birth: For as ſoon 
5 enters the Blood, it gives a greater Pon- 
dus to it; ſo that each Pulſation of the Arte- 
ry is augmented in its Magnitude, and in its 
Strength. Firſt, it neceſſarily increaſes the 
Space of the Pulſe; for that is augmented 
with the Surface of the Blood, and this grows 
in proportion, as the Blood is divided into 
a greater Number of Molecules, which is the 
Work of Agitation: And the Strength of any 
Stroke is as the Weight of the Percutient 
Body.

Who then 
can wonder, that Quickſilver will make Wo- 
men miſcarry ? Hence Women with Child 
could be a ſalivated; and Mercurials 
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ſhould be given with great Caution in preg- 


nant pocky Women; particularly in the be- 


ginning and laſt Months, where the Child is 


not yet fixed, or begins to be looſe: For then 


the Blood will ſhake off the Burthen from its

on'a more frequent Contraction of the Heart; ;

Matter cauſes a Contraction than it did before.

| Ms RCURY toſſes the Blood in the Veſ- 
{els wich great force; and wherever Particles 
are mov'd with Violence againſt the Sides of 
Veſlels, if chey haye any heterogeneous Parts 
in them, they grow hot, and ſmoke. ' This 

eat and Commotion contracts the Heart 
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with ſuch Vehemence, that at every Pulfatioh 
preſſes the Blood together, and cauſes the 
contrary Parts to efferveſce: And thus an ex- 
traordinary Heat or Fever ariſes, whoſe Sym- 
ptoms are Head-achs, Thirſt, wait of Appe- 
kite, Laſſitude, Watchings and' ſuch like. In 
every Salivation the Head achs ; becauſe as 
each Section of the Veſſels contains much 
more than at another time, or however, rey 


more diſtended ;- and as the Bones and Mem- 


branes don't readily give way, or not at all; 


therefore this Diſtention being communicate 
to the Brain, raiſes an Idea of Pain; and 
were it not for the Flux that follows, this 
Pain would grow . wy even *

And (by way of Digreſfion) 1 would only 


ask the Frictors, whether in their Courſe the 
Head ever achs ſo violently, as in a Saliva- 
tion? If it does, they ſurely kill their Pati- 
ents, who cannot bear ſo long a courſe of 


Pain, without being endanger d, and worn 


out. If it does not, then may they give up 
the Argument they endeavour to propagate; 


to wit, that the more Mercury is retain'd, 


the greater good we muſt expect: For in 
their Courſe the Effects are . leſs; becauſe 
there is a leſs Quantity of it in the Blood; 
and too little a Quantity is as ineffectual, as a 
large one is deſtructive, 7 Hirt is the conſe 
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quence i; Heat: And as the Heat of the 
Sun parches the Earth, and exhales its Moi- 
ſture; ſo the Heat of our Breath exhales the 


watry Parts of the Saliva, and leaves a 


Cruſt behind, which gives a Senſation of 
Thirſt. Nauſeouſneſs and Want of . Appetite 
are plain Arguments of the Secretion's being 


deprav'd, which naturally ought to be Saline 


and Acid: But now all the Humours are 
under Confuſion , and are carried upwards ; 


the Stomach is not only . depriv'd of its uſual 
Quantity, but is alſo of a different Nature to 
what it ſhould be; and therefore there is 
wanting a proportionate Irritation. Laſſitude 
is a Diſtention of its kind: For whereas the 
whole Maſs is now under larger Dimenſions, 
the Veſſels preſs every where more than u- 


ſually, and the Nerves cannot fail of taking 


part in this Preſſure: If they are preſs d too 
hard, the Liquor they contain is hinder d in 
its Courſe ; - there follows then an Inability 
or Unvillingneſs to Motion, which, in other 
Words, is a Laſſitude.

of the Firſt by Mercurials : ; and of none that 
pretend to attack the Latter without them: 
The Firſt depends upon a Hurry of the Spi- 
rits, which Mercurials will not allay, nay, they 
rather increaſe it; but the Latter, upon an 
Acrimony, which is abſorb'd by Mercurials, 
and is at laſt ſheath'd and carried off by it. 
The Venereal Taint is reputed a Corroſive; 
and becauſe we find it eats the Bones, and 
crumbles them to Aroms, it ulcerates the 


Fleſh, it cauſes Eruptions, corrodes the Lungs, 


the Palate, and all the Parts: But the Hy- 
ſterick Diſeaſe never produces theſe dire Ef- 


feats; it indeed hinders Reſt, diſturbs the

There is often a great Ieching all 
over the Body; which proves, that beſides a 
Vviſcidity, there is conjoin'd an Acrimony alſo: 
For a Viſcid is apt to ſtop, but an Acrimony 
to ſtimulate : Now, Itching is a kind of Sti- 
Z Emulation ; the Points of the Salts, as they 
Wzlide along the ſmalleſt Veſlels, rub gently a» 
- gainſt their Sides, and give them a Titillation; 
heir Limbs are ſore, from the Pains they 
Wendure. Pain is a troubleſome Senſation rais'd 
from Humours impacted and ſtimulating-; 
their Impaction neceſſarily argues ſome Diffi- 
eaulty in the Circulation, that is retarded by 
Wreafon of its Viſcidity; and the more Hu. 
mours are retarded, and the more they are 
Loaden with ſimulating Parts, the more 
a Tee Idea's ſhall we conceive.

gy Organ, receive theſe Humours; and they 
being ſecreted in the Aſpera Arteria, grew dry 
and hard upon the Canal, and the Afr is ſent 
back without Sound. This: is the Caſs all the 
Canal over, from the Laryis down to the 
Peſiculæ: So this Hoarſnels is ſtubborn, and 
does not yield to common Pectorals, as other 
Coughs do; but the Blood being deprav' d, 
affords a-conſtane Supply, till my Meaſure 
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are taken to change the State of the Fluids; 
Blotches and Scurf appear all over the Head 
and Body, from the fame State of Humours 
being now become more viſcid and acrimoni- 
ous. Nothing breeds Scurf ſooner than Salts 
lodg'd in a Viſcid. Theſe Humours tranſude 
thro the Skin; and the more fluid Parts ex- 
baling the groſſer, being a Collection of Viſcid 
and Salts, ſtick faſt to the Pores every where, 
and cauſe the Scurf we ſee.

our Blood and Juices. Now the Blood of a 
pocky Perſon is generally of a dirty yellowiſh 
Blue, or Afh-colour : Wherefore, no wonder 
pocky Perions grow yellowiſh and pale in the 
Face, more eſpecially under the Eyes, Their 
Breaths too, often ſmell, and their Sweats al- 
ſo: The reaſon of smells is from the Sul- 


phurs of the Blood. Sulphurs are apt to turn 


Rancid, and Oil kept ſtinks. We find, a ſmall 


Taint makes a large quantity of Oil tell ofs 


fenſively, and a little Pains ſoon correct it. 
This offenſive Smell is found to ariſe from a 


Mixture of Acid and Oil fermenting together, 
und ſtriking the Noſtrils: And this is the

BRNOAD brown Scabs are ſpread every 
3 aſpecially on the Head and Shins; 
they are dry and ſcurfy. Theſe Scabs are 
only a larger Scurf, and are accounted for 
in the ſame manner ; only in Scurf the 
Viſcid abounds ; whereas in the Scabs the 
Salts predominate. The Scabs do therefore 
convince us, that the Diſeaſe is more ens

Under this Anxiety and 
Wavering, I reſolv'd to reject the Salivation; 
WY becauſe ſhe would have ſunk under the Ope- 
ration: Nay, Emeticks and Catharticks were 
out of the Caſe alſo: She had been too much 
= waſted by {ſpontaneous Diſcharges of theſe 
kinds, and rather requir'd appeaſing Draughts 
to afford ſome Eaſe to her tortur'd Bowels : 
So that, in truth, nothing beſides a ſafe Al- 
terative could be adminiſter'd to her.

vas room to ſuſpect a Rotten Bone; becauſe a 
Cwontinuance after a Courſe, ſhews ſomewhat 
1 ſtrongly impacted, ſince whatever runs in the 
Veſſels is not fix d; and whatever is not out 
of the Courſe of Circulation, is carried off by

Wu x the Venereal Taint is Univerſal, 
and all the whole Maſs corrupted,” then may 


it be calld a Confirm'd Pox; becauſe no Part 


of the Fluids can be aſſign'd, which do not 
equally partake of the Venom. If it ſhews 
it ſelf in Night-Pains, the Acrimony is ſpread 
all over; and aſſoon as the Warmth of the 


Bed diſſolves the Salts, and puts them in 


Motion, then the Membranes thro' which the 
Fluids paſs, are pierc'd, and put into conyul- 
five Pains, from the rude Shocks of theſe 
Salts : Whereas, in the, Beginning of a Pox 
the Acid is in ſuch a Quantity as to con- 


geal the oily Parts, and cauſe them to cir- 
_ culate ſlowly * in a Confirm d one, theſe olly 


Parts are corroded, and no Oil is left to ob- 


tund them; and then they ravage and de- 


ſtroy all the Solids, wherever the Salts paſs, 
'This is the Caſe in Ulcers of the Lungs, 
and Impoſtumes every where: For the Salts 
are ſo ſharp, that where ever they circulate 
too leiſurely, they prove cauſtick, and waſte 
the Solids ; nay the moſt ſolid Parts do 
not

not eſcape being conſum d. This laft Symp- 
tom plainly evinces the Nature of the pocky 
Venom: For nothing beſides an Acid does 
waſte the Bones. Now, as the laſt Scene of the 
Pox is Corroſion; ſo when the whole” Maſs is 
corrupted, nothing is equal to it beſides a Sa- 


livation : And if this Operation is not uſed 
before the Parts are deeply injur'd, it comes 


too late in play. The time of uſing it, is 


when we have notice, by Symptoms that de- 


note an Acrimony, that the Juices are highly 


corrupted ; and this we may diſcover by the 
Number of great Symptoms concurring together 


at once: For the greater the Depravation is, 


the more univerſally are the Patients affected. 
Hence, when Ulcers, rotten Bones, Night- 
Pains in the Shins, Shoulders, Arms, Head, 
and all over, Nodes, Blotches, Scabs, Coughs, 
and ſuch like, concur together in one Patient, 
there is no hopes of Cure, but by Salivation : 
Neither can I affirm that a Salivation will prove 


effectual at ſuch a time: But if that will not 


anſwer, we repeat it, if the Patients have 
Strength; and if the Repetition of it miſcar- 


ries, what, I pray, is to be expected from Al- 


teratives given inwardly, or apply'd outwardly ? 
They do often eradicate ſome Remainders, 
and ſo would another Salivation, if we durſt 
attempt it : Where then a ſecond Salivation 
muſt be poſtpon'd for want of Strength, it 

is 
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is common Prudence to extirpate the Re. 


mains by what ſoft and gentle Means we can. 
But if we dare venture at a Second, there is no 


doubt of its being preferable to any other Me- 


thod we can invent; which will appear to 
any chinking Perſon in the lern In- 


ſtances. | 

A Gentleman, who had ſeryv'd in Spain in 
the Engliſo Army, got the Venereal Dif- 
._ eaſe there: 80 long as he continu'd in that 
warm Country, he ſuffer d little or nothing; 
but upon his Return into England, he was 
ſeiz d with Blotehes and * — all over his 
Body; he had a Hoarſneſs and perpetual 
Cough upon him; violent Pains ſeiz'd his 
Head and Shins in the Night; he was e- 
maciated to a great degree, and look'd Aſh- 


colour'd in his Countenance. In this Condi. 


tion did he apply to me. He at firſt refus d 


a Salivation; and to oblige him, I try'd 


Specificks of every kind, without any Ef- 


fect. At laſt, 1 plainly told him, if he would = 


not conſent to a gentle Salivation, I knew 
of no other Remedy, and without it he muſt 
prepare to die. With great Unwillingneſs he 


| conſented; and I gave him ſmall Quantities 


of Calomel Morning and Evening till he be- 
gan to ſpit. 'The Salivation had not conti-

Thus 
he continu'd, and at a Siege in Handers a 
Cannon-Ball gave him an honourable Exit. 


A Second Gentleman was troubl'd with 


BZ ſtubborn Scabs all over his Head, which would 
= yield ro no Specificks, even of the beſt kind; 
which, upon a Fortnight's Spitting, entirely 
vaniſh'd, and he recover'd perfectly, without 
the leaſt Relapſe. Upon which, I muſt ob- 
ſerve, that tho' it is worth while to attempt 
the Cure of Eruptions by Specifick Altera- 
tives, becauſe they often yield to them ; yet 


{ome are fo ſtubborn, you ſee, as not to give 


| way without the laſt Remedy. But I know 


one, who had a great many other concurring 


Symptoms, beſides Scabs, whoſe Circumſtances 
chat Specificks had a great Effect upon him; 


they took off his Scabs, his nocturnal Pains, 


his Shankers, and even a Scirrhous Phymoſis 3 


which could not have been believ d. We are 
at a Loſs to determine the laſt Degree of Vi- 


rulency, in relation to Specificks and a Salivati-

She was 
put under a Courſe, and was kindly falivated 
for twenty Days; but ſome of the Nodes 
ſuppurated, and betray'd under them Carious 
Bones. Aſſoon as the Salivation ceas'd, and 
was quite taken off, ſhe was cured, of her 
impoſthumated Nodes by Chirurgical Means, 
T muſt obſerve to my Readers, that a Sali- 
vation will not take off extravaſated Mat- 
ter 3 nor can corrupted Parts be curd by 
A Salivation has its Limits, beyond which 
| it cannot act. Whatever is within the Laws 
of Circulation, it can a& upon ; and therefore 
will it ſcour and cleanſe all the Canals, tho' 
ever ſo minute, from their ſtagnating Juices, 
vnleſs the Matter turns Bony, or Cartilagi- 
nous, or Polypous ; or unleſs the Veſſel 
coaleſce, and grow together: : Then Topi— 
cal Remedies only will take place; which 
muſt be done by Manual Operation, or Cau- 
Hicks, or tomewhat equivalent. 
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A Woman got a virulent Ulcer upon the 
Ham; it was painful, and of the breadth of 
a large Saucer, hard and callous every where 
round it; ſo that the Ulcer and Callus were 

nearly eich Inches diameter: She could not 
reſt at all. I told her, nothing would effect 
the Cure, but a Salivation, which ſhe would 
by no means conſent to: Wherefore ſhe try'd 
Phyſick, Alteratives and Plaiſters of all kinds 
ineffectually. At laſt ſhe yielded to be flux'd. 
J order'd a Plaiſter de Ranis cim Mercurio to 
to be apply d all over the Part, and gave her 
= Calomel. She flux'd kindly for about three 
Weeks. In the time of the Salivation the 


Ulcer loſt its callous Lips, and at laſt it 


= heald up. Upon which, ſhe was willing to 
continue it longer, if I judg'd it neceſſary : 
But being perſuaded I ſhould have no fur- 
ther Return, I broke it off, and continu'd 
= alternately to purge and Gor her. She 
was then capable of going about her Af. 
fairs, which ſhe had not been capable of 
for above a Year before: And ſhe conti- 
nues well. :

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A Gentleman had been very buſie in his 
Amours, and travelfd from one Clap to an. 
other, with great Eaſe and Satisfaction: He 
was very merry upon his Misfortunes, and 
privately boaſted, how he had palm'd three 
or four Claps upon his Attendant.

very ſenſible, Claps could not break out 4. 
freſh without a new Occaſion; and not giv- 
ing him leave to deceive himſelf, I threy 
him down, when he little ſuſpected what waz 
doing: Then he ſtorm'd, and ſwore, that he 
was under a Salivation. Yau, Sir, and fo you 
are, ſaid I ; and now T'll ſee tot, that you 
ſhan't palm any more Tricks upon me, for 
your own good, He grew calm, and good- 
humour'd, confeſs'd his Folly, and began to 
be fond of being recover'd, which was an ealy 
matter to effect: According to his Wiſhes, 
and my Endeavours, he was ſet to rights, and 
took care afterwards who he convers d with. 


Mr Readers may here ſee, that Salivations 
ſometimes become politically neceſſary: For! 
don't ſay, I could not have cur'd this Gentle- 
man otherwiſe. But I muſt here obviate an 
Objection, I ſee, my Adverſaries will be apt 
to make againſt me ; ; namely, J run the riſque 
of Life by a Salivation, * out of a Humour, 

I only anſwer, that Salivations are as eaſily 
Hang d as s Emeticks, or Catharticks : : T hey 

are 


are not the Bugbears that R. Brown repreſents 


them to be ; nor are they ſo aps to miſcarry 
as Friction. 


I judge it needleſs to bring any more Te- 
ſtimonies of the Uſe of Salivations, ſince this 
Metropolis can bear me witneſs, how few Poxes 
that are confirm'd, can be cur d without 
them. Take a View of our Hoſpitals ; 3 pry 
into private Practice, and ſee how many mi- 
ſerable Wretches are ſent in, that have been 
ruin'd by Pretenders ; ſo many there are in 
this Town, that vend their pretended famous 
Italian, Venetian, and Spaniſh Bolus s, Anti- 
ſyphilicons, Elixirs, Panacea's, Sc. Nay, | 
now we have alſo a Montpelier-Bolus ; as if | 
there were- no Method or Medicine proper 
for this Diſtemper , but what muſt be far- 
fetch'd, or bear a Foreign fictitious Name. 
* Theſe we have every Day advertiz'd in one 
paper or other, to be diſpos d of at ſome 
Toy-ſhop, Cutler's, or Bookſeller's Shop, at 
ſome mean Price, in order to defame the | 
fair Practitioner, and delude the Unwary : But | 
the concealing of their Names, and Places 
of Abode, ſhould be ſufficient, one would ima- 
Line, to deter every thinking Perſon from ap- 
= plying to ſuch, who are not to be found, to 
4 anſwer the Damage they do. 
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T have endeavour'd to ſettle the Limits of 
Alteratives and Salivations: But I have all 
along look d upon Salivations as the Ultima- 
ta. We can pitch no farther : Alteratives fall 
ſhort of them in their Effects; and daily Ex- 
perience can't be controverted. I vill not deny 
That Salivations will not cure all Poxes; the 
Blood of ſome Perſons is truly cancerous, they 
are made worſe by them : But then I muſt 
obſerve to my Readers, that for this very rea- 
ſon Alterative Mercurials ought to precede x 
Salivation; becauſe, if they are obſerv'd to 


augment the Symptoms, a Salivation will be! 


detrimental; but if on the contrary, they are 
obſery'd to abate them, tho' not quite aboliſh 
them, then a Salivation becomes uſeſul and ne- 
en 


I x ſome Conſtitutions Mercury renders the 
Caſe more deſperate, for the following Rex 
ſons; becauſe there often are cauſtick Salts in 
the Blood, of ſuch an Acrimony, as truly to 
convert Mercury into a Sublimate; and then 


inſtead of Mercury breaking the Points of 1 


the Acid Salts, or ſheathing them, it becomes 
a true and real Poyſon, which muſt be dil- 
charg'd from the Blood with all the Care ima 
ginable.

MERCURY is ſpecifically heavy, as has 
| been already obſery'd ; but as we divide it into 
minute Parts (which it eaſily may be) it loſes 
ET of this Gravity, according to the Number of 
Particles it is divided into. This Loſs of 
Gravity by Diviſion, is of great uſe to us, 
ES wherever it is prejudicial. 


3 Ir is ever round and Spherical, tho? divided 
into Milions of Parts; which proves another 
Advantage, when it is found to be prejudicial 
to us. We need not conſult a Microſcope to 
| E convince us of this Truth; for the naked Eye 
EY diſcovers it to us: And in Preparations we are 
ET inform'd, that the Points of the Salts are ſtuck 
FE into round Balls. 


BY Srnyrtri1carl Bodies are the moſt readily | 
mov'd of all others ; becauſe they have no 
ſtrong Coheſion to hinder their Motion; and 

0 25 they ſtand ſo tickliſh upon each other as to 
aside round with the leaſt t ouch. | 
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Fron this Principle of Figure, it is one 
of thoſe Bodies that is the moſt readily e- 

vaporated, of all others whatever : And as no- 
thing is an Impediment to its flying off, be- 
ſides its Weight; and as this is greatly waſted 
by its being reduc'd into fo many minute 
Particles, it may eaſily be coniceiv'd, how, when 
Mercury turns our Blood Cancerous, inſtead of 


correcting it, we may get rid of it. 


Dairy Experience ſhews us, that Mer- 
cury, with a very ſmall Heat, fiies away into 
the Air, and is a fugitive Body; from no o- 
ther Reaſons, than becauſe it iplits into ſuch 
numberleſs Particles, each of which are Sphe- 
rical: Wherefore, if we made uſe of no other 
Expedient than Warmth, that would ſerve 
the turn, of making Mercury fly away out 
of the Blood. This is found true in fact: For 
we always keep Perſons very warm, where we 
would not have the Mercury ſtay in the 


Blood. 


However, we ſeldom truſt alone to 
this Expedient in the preſent Juncture: As 
prudent Men try all Ways, ſo do we beſides 
that attempt to throw it our by Alcalious 
Drugs, which unite with the Acids that ren- 
der'd it corroſive, and ſo it throws it ſelf out 
of the Blood: For aſſoon as theſe are uni- 

„ ted, 
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| ted to the corroſive Acids, the Mercury at- 


tracts it ſelf; whereby it cluſters into larger 
Molecules, ann, and falls off by U- 
rine.

Ir has been known, that Nocturnal Pains, 
Shankers, Puſtles on the Prepuce and elſe- 
where, Ulcers and Warts, have been cur'd af. 
ter a Salivation had fail'd of its deſir d Ef.

their making Water, and gives violent Pains ; 

a Fever happens to pox'd People from 
Cold, or hard Drinking.

'Ir may be eaſily underſtood from this PJea, 
how Quickſilver takes its Abode up preterna- 
turally in the Veſſels, and after what manner 
unhappy Patients ſuffer from the Ignorance 


of Pretenders. If the firſt bethe Caſe, that is, 


if the Juices are groſs, and the Mercury i 
Kopt in its Career thereby, a prudent Admi- 
niſtration of more Mercury will conquer the 
Reſiſtance to Motion; nay, perhaps, Warmth 
and a little 'Time will ſet it in Motion: For 


Warmth attenuates the Viſcidity of any 


kind ; and that being once overcome, the 
Mercury finds its way to the Extremities, and 
will either run off by the Pores, or Kidneys;

Virus does not yet reign in the Rlood : Where- 
as in a Salivation by Mercury given. at the 
Mouth, we ſtrike at the Root; as the Mer- 
cury is carry'd off by Spitting, the Symptoms 
diſappear gradually ; their Fomes is by degrees 
driven out, and the Nodes die, becauſe the 


Matter that fed them, exiſted no longer: 80 
that their Diſappearance is a ſort of Land-mark 
to us, by which we reaſonably gueſs, their 
Diſcontinuance proceeds from no. other Cauſe 
than an Eradication : When, on the other 
hand, they are found to diſappear, becauſe 
they are hurry'd into the Veſſels with Vio- 
lence, and run ſometimes ſo, violently to the

are aware of the Hazard. | 
. As to the latter Argument, I Took upon 
It as a weak Proof for Friction: It is certainly 
true, that all Poiſons ſhould be carry'd forth 
thro the Place by which they enter'd ; fo that 
in venomous Bites of any kind whatever, we 
either waſh off the Poiſon by ſpirituous Me- 
dicines, or by ſomewhat of a contrary nature 
to the Poiſon. Thus, in a ſuſpicion of a virus 
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lent Gonorrhaa, we adviſe to waſh immediately 
with a Decoction of Guziacum, and to ſyringe 
it into the Urethra, or to waſh with warm 
Urine, as the Venetian Curtizans do, or with 
Jenice-Treacle and Vinous Spirits: Theſe of- 
ten us'd, in time take away the virulent Par- 
ticles, and hinder Infection. Or, we ſcarifie, 
and draw off Blood with Cupping-Glaſſes; or 
we burn the bitten Part to the bottom of the 
Bite. If Poiſon has been ſwallow'd, we or- 
der Vomits to carry off the Venenous Parti- 
cles: For in all theſe Circumſtances, the 
= Lodgment of Matter is ſtruck at in the Bud, 
and is carry'd off, or deſtroy d. But I am 
at a loſs to ſee the Strength of this Reaſon, 
when the Blood is once tainted. | 


I x the Caſes mention'd, it is manifeſt, that 
the Seat of the Diſorder is only Local, and is 
no where but 3 in the Part: Wherefore due re- { 5 
gard being had to that Place, the whole - \" 
Matter, that would corrupt the Maſs, is ta- = 
ken away, and the Patients are then out of 
danger. But aſſoon as the whole Maſs is de- 
prav'd and corrupted, the Application of Mer- 
cury is not calling out the Corruption, but re. 
pelling it into the Blood, from whence the 
Parts are tainted, and would be a true Repulſi- 
on, if a Solivatian did not enſue, or if it were 
nog a true Antidote againſt the Poiſon, 
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Lr the Caſe be ſtated any how; it is 
plain, that the Evacuation is made by a diffe- 
rent Paſſage, for the moſt part; and the Rule 
they make uſe of for their Defence, proves 
contrary to what they deſign. —_—_ 


S FHTTIN G aſide any Reaſoning, would 
they who favour Friction to raiſe a Salivati- 
on, appeal to Experience, it would be found, 
that as many are curd by Mercury taken a;

InvDEED the Hoſpitals follow Friction; 
but the Gentlemen of nice Practice avoid 
it; firſt, becauſe they find the ſame good 
Effects from Swallowing, as from Anointing 
with Mercury ; and then, becauſe they can 
determine to a Grain, the Quantity of Mer- 
cury given.: Whereas the Frictors are not ſure 
of their Meaſure. And if I were inclin'd to 
run into Examples, or to be invidious, I could 
mention ſuch Miſcarriages that have attended 
Friction, that would not at all contribute to 
its Honour. 
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Bur this I ſhall avoid, and be fo free 
as to acknowledge, that 1 uſe either Indif. 
ferently, having found either method effectu- 
al; and I generally leave it to the choice 
of the Patients who are apt to make choice 
of the latter, upon the Account of a more 
ſudden diſappearance of the exteriour Symp- 
toms, which ſerves them for a good Reaſon 
to embrace it. 


As this Method obliges us to ſalivate 


more freely than the internal Way, I pre- 


fer the Swallowing of the Remedy, to the 


Friction. In either Caſe, we are oblig d to 


take great Care of exhauſting the Patient too 
much, leſt the Blood grow dry, and loſe all 


its Elaſtick Aura, for then the Globules turn 


flat, cohere, and grow into a groſs or vapid 
Maſs, and the Circulation is at an end. This 


is profaning the greateſt Arcanum in Nature: 
This is an Abuſe of the moſt exalted Opera- 


tion in Phyſick, and it betrays an Ignorance 


which is inexcuſable. Can we not Bleed, or 
Purge, but we muſt draw off all the Blood and 
Humours of the Body at once? Can the Pro- 
feſſors of this Art find no Medium in their 


Actions ? Are FRY oblig 4 to over- act their 


Parts ?

HavinG confind my {elf hitherto 
to the Point in hand, and diſcuſs'd all 
that I judge neceſſary concerning the Que- 
ſtion on the Effects of Mercury, on Friction 
and Salivation, I hope it will not be taken a- 
miſs by my Readers, if, as an Appendix to 
the Work, I mark out to them a proper Me- 
thod for the Cure of the Venereal Diſeaſe in 
all its Stages, yet obſerv'd. It may be of uſe 
to inform them, what ſort of Perſons they 
ought to commit themſelves to, when they 
are ſeized with that Diſeaſe, or whether they 
are likely to expect Succeſs from the Perſon

T do this with the fame honeſt View that 
Governments put out Lights in Shoals and 

dangerous Harbours, to ſhew the Sailors when 
there is Hazard, 


Tu y who talk of curing the Venereal 
Diſeaſe in an uniform Method, ſpeak at ran- 
dom: Neither Sweating, Purging, Fluxing, 
Friction nor Specificks will always ſerve the 
turn: We muſt often change our Meaſures, 
and ſometimes uſc one, and ſometimes ano- 
ther Method, as Occaſion requires, in order to 
gain our Ends. 
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Ir is impoſſible in ſo few Words, and in 
ſo ſmall. a Compaſs to give Rules how to 
fit the Doſes, how to ſuit Conſtitutions and 
Circumſtances ; thoſe things muſt be left to 
the Diſcretion of the Experienc'd Practitio- 
ners: But theſe few Lines may ſerve to 
curb the Inſolent, and to warn the Unwary 
from Ruin, by dealing with the Empirical 
Remedies ſold at 'Toy-ſhops, Bookſellers, 
Cutlers, Oc. which all Perſons ought to avoid, 
as they value their Lives. 


To deſcend therefore to Particulars, it will 
be convenient to commence from a Gonorrhaa 


or Clap. 


A Gonorrhcea. 


THr1s is known by a yellowiſh or greeniſh 


Matter running from the Privities of Men 


or Women, after an impure En:brace, a Sharp- 
neſs or Heat of Urine, and indes an Itch- 
ing all along the Paſſages of either Sc. 


In relieving this Symptom, we uſually find 


three Intcntions of Cure, viz. we muſt firſt of 


all deterge the Part affected; in the next place, 


digeſt the Matter; and laſtly, we muft put a 
ſtop to the Flux. 
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Tux firſt Intention is generally perform 4 
by Purgatives ſuited to each Patient's Conſti- 
tution : For they work alſo by Urine ; and the 
Urine impregnated with the Salts of the Pur.

q T o Cleanſe therefore, is to rid the U- 
rethra of all its poiſonous Matter: For 
after an impure Copulation, the Virus inſi- 
mates it ſelf by Steams, or, as we eall 
them, Efluvia, into the whole Urethra, 

which is at that time very open, and apt 
to receive them: Theſe Steams are prov'd 
by their effects to be of a corrofive ac rimo- 
niaus Nature; the whole Channel of the 
retbra is beſet thick with Glands, that do 
continually moiſten that part, in order to 
hinder the Salts of the Urine to twitch it 
too much. Now: as this Secretion is ſeiz'd 
1 on by this virulent Steam , it firſt fhrivels 
up the Orifices of theſe Glands, then cor- 
rodes them; ſo that they are ſoon inflam'd, 
and become an Abſceſs, greater or leſs, 
according to the number thus penetrated ; 
and then it begins to run Matter. That 
this is the Caſe, we eaſily know; becauſe, 
Jas is uſual with other inflam'd and ulcera- 
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ted Parts, the Patients cannot touch the un- 
der parts of the Penis or ever ſit acroſs 
with their Legs, but they feel intolerable 
Pain; nay, when the Penis becomes ere- 
cted, as it frequently is at this time, and 
in theſe Circumſtances, eſpecially in the 
Night, when warm in Bed, the Patients are 
ready to cry out from the Pain they ſuf. 
fer: Beſides, the Matter that iſſues forth, is 
fetid, and will even corrode the Linen at 
Guns times, and in ſome Caſes ; and therefore 
there is an Ulcer, | 


I know, ſome are ſo prejudic'd, and opinio- 
nated] in their own Sentiments, that they deny 
that there is any Ulcer at all in the Urethra; 
but there are too many evident Proofs of 
this Truth, which this ſhort Sketch will not 
permit me to demonſtrate.

Purs flex and Diureticks ſaturate the 
Blood with Particles fit to ſtimulate the Blad-

T HE'SE and ſuch like, mall be made ab 
of to coorroborate the gleeting Glands, and 
to prevent their Laxity. But this one Cauti- 
on mult be obſerv'd, namely, that too ſtrong, 
Aftringents muſt bs avoided, for this Rea- 
ſon ; becauſe as they do naturally ſupply a Li. 
quor to moiſten the Paſſage withal, leſt the U- 
rine ſhould give a conſtant Uncaſinel ; ; ſo too 
powerful Aſtringents would put an entire ftop 
to this neceifary and natural Secretion, and 
create an incurable Strangury. For conſider 
how many have felt the Smart, by neglecting 
this Caution ; and have from thence complain'd 
of Strictures, which go under the Name of Ca- 


rancles, and they do never after recover of them.

I x is certain, that in our Cure of Gonorrhæa's 
this laſt Intention is abſolutely neceſſary to 


be regarded: For otherwiſe a continual Gleet 


might enſue. Yet on the other hand, we 
muſt avoid ſtrong Aſtringents, and muſt chuſe 
to effect it by gentle Means, however we are 
preſs'd to it by the uneaſie Patients. 


AsSTRINGENTS gain their Ends by ab- 
forbing the Humours, and the Fibres do then 
purſe up of courſe. And as when Humours 
being abſorb'd, the Fibres do approach to 
each other; ſo whatever diverts the Quan- 
tity of Humours from the gleeting Parts, 
alſo greatly helps and contributes to ſtop- 
ping the Flux; becauſe as the Veſſels are 
emptied, they contract of courſe. So we 
ſee Gleets often ſtopp'd by Rhubarb taken 
Wwardly : And it is much wafer to mix 
Rhubarb with Aſtringents, than barely and 
obſtinately to curb them by Aſtringents a- 
lone, in order to avoid Caruncles and other 
Inconveniencies. 


WHERE ill Management or Neglect have 
turn'd a Gonorrhæa into a confirm'd Pox ; 
that is, have causd the virulent Matter to 
turn into the Blood; then a Scene of Symp- 
roms are produc'd, that depend on an ero- 
five Acrimony, that cats away the very 
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Bones ; the firſt Signs of which uſually ſhew: 
themſelves by Scabs, of a brown Colour, and 
a great Breadth, by Pains in the Head, and 
all over the Body, eſpecially in the Night ; 
by Ulcers in the Throat and Noſe, as alſo by 
Bubo's, or Inflammations in the Groin and 
other Glands ; likewiſe on the Penis and Glans, 
and the Teſticles alſo: And all theſe turn into 
Abſceſſes, and run a ſanious Matter: The 
Urethra is very often eaten quite through, as 
are the Proſtate Glands, and the Veſiculæ 


Seminales; ſo that a Gleet, and an Effuſion 


of Seed follow, and continue incurable: And 
the ſame Diſeaſes happen to Women all round 


the genital Parts; Nodes ſeize upon the 


Bones, and a long Train of diſmal Symptoms 
attend the Patients, too tedious to enumerate. 


Tu general Method of Cure, is by Sweat- 
ing, internal Alteratives, Friction or Salivatis 


on: For nothing performs ſo well in theſe de- 


ſperate Caſes, ſave Diſcharges. It is often be- 
yond the Power of Alteratives alone; as ſuch) 
no laſting Change can be wrought upon ſo 
ſtubborn an Acrimony; it often lifts up its 
Head again, and in proceſs of time re-com- 
mence all the Symptoms, till they deſtroy the 
Patients.
